Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant's argument regarding increased capacitance is not persuasive since this argument is based on process steps of treating the 
porous support plate and does not provide any structural limitations that differenciate from the electrochemical cell of Taniguchi. 

2. Applicant's argument regarding the porous substrate of Taniguchi not being a separate layer from the bilayer is also not persuasive. 
First of all, the instant claim 1 does not require the substrate to be a separate layer from the bilayer. Second, as shown in the dictionary 
definition of a substrate, the porous substrate of Taniguchi is a layer upon which something else, such as the bilayer of Taniguchi, may be 
built or reside. Lastly, Taniguchi does teach adhering hydrophillic and hydrophobic resins to the porous substrate(col. 13 lines 35-41).
